Does 
it all mean that excellence has 
somehow vaporized in a short 
circuit which cannot be found or 
corrected’ 
No. no. a thousand times no. 
In fact, faster and faster, the 
American genius for production 
punches our everything from 
baby toys to pods for moon 
landings Making Selling Buy­ 
ing 
The air of America is 
ashimmer with the heat of a 
busy, thriving, driving nation 
producing the finest quality of 
goods 
To its glorv'. it can send sub­ 
marines under icecaps, use sat­ 
ellites 
to 
relay sights 
and 
sounds, make cars and planes 
that destroy space, produce 
clothes that never need press­ 
ing. and replenish the ever- 
changing storehouse of appli­ 
ances that take the work out of 
work 
But despite the grand things 
and the glory, there Ls a margin 
that doesn’t make the grade. 
A fleet of airplanes is ground­ 
ed because of trouble with a rod 
in a hydraulic valve; millions of 
automobiles are called back to 
the plant because of potential 
defects relating to safety; tens 
of thousands of large screen col­ 
or TV sets have to be modified 
after the discovery of potential 
danger of radiation leaks; plant 
construction comes to a halt be­ 
cause of defective components 
in a generator. Etc. Etc. 
Who is responsible? How does 
this happen’ What is the price 
paid for defectiveness? 
The manufacturer blames it 
on the blue collar work. No 
pride No sense of craftsman­ 
ship 
The worker looks toward the 
executive suite and .claims to 
see the trouble there. Men who 
take shortcuts for profit look the 
other way rather than see bad 
design, ignore quality control 
If there is a referee in this ar­ 
gument, it might be the expert 
in quality control. Frank Nixon, 
who had such a post with R olls 
R oyce Limited, says 80 per cent 
of it lies on the head of manage­ 
ment. 
Says Nixon: “ Operator-con­ 
trollable defects of quality, that 
is. of in-plant manufacture, ac­ 
count for no more than about 20 
per 
cent. 
The 
remainder 
are 
management-controllable. 
That is, they are due to inade­ 
quate specifications, design re­ 
quirements which cannot be 
met, unsuitable equipment, bad 
planning, insufficient training 
and so on” 
But says William Sternberg, a 
research scientist with R CA at 
Princeton, N .J : “ America pro­ 
duces an enormous amount of 
goods that performs perfectly 
well Defects are a relatively 
small portion and even with the 
best it is possible to run across 
a lemon” 
Presumably, no one would 
make a thing that can hurt oth­ 
ers through defectiveness. But 
plenty of bad products do. The 
U.S. Public Health Service re­ 
ports that faulty heating devices 
cause 125,000 injuries a year; 
stoves, 
power 
mowers 
and 
washing machines, 100,000, and 
electrical 
extension 
cords.

“ About 20 years ago, only a 
few prrxluct liability cases were 
filed annually. In 1963, it was 
about 50.000 We estimate the 
rate now at more than 100,000,” 
says the American Trial Law­ 
yers Assn., Watertown, Mass. 
Product liability suits are 
based on the claim there was a 
defect in the product when it 
left the manufacturer and that 
this was the proximate cause of 
the injury which occurred while 
the product was being used m a 
reasonably foreseeable manner 


The breadth of such cases 
gives some measure of the 
range of defectiveness. 
A court in Illinois affirmed a 
$65,000 judgment for a baby 
burned l^ause of a fire caused 
by a defective metal vaporizer; 
a Wisconsin woman received 
$4,250 for injuries received be­ 
cause of a short circuit in a 
washing machine; a shoe dealer 
was held liable in the death of a 
child who suffered a fatal infec­ 
tion from a blLster allegedly 
caused by a wrinkle in the lin­ 
ing of a shoe; a woman who was 
pregnant received $25,000 be­ 
cause the back of an aluminum 
kitchen chair came off, due to 
the use of the wrong type of 
screws, causing her to fall and 
sustain injuries which led to the 
premature birth of her child. 
Joseph Juran, a consultant 
who has the reputation as the 
grand old man of quality con­ 
trol, says there is a national ir­ 
ritation and disenchantment be­ 
cause “ more and more people 
are exposed to things which can 
fail. The development of power- 
assisted products such as home 
appliances has outpaced the 
rate at which we are able to 
solve problems. Even the ordi­ 
nary bloke today has a menag­ 
erie of appliances and I ’d confi­ 
dentially say that less than 10 
per cent of the population has 
any idea at all on how to deal 
with them. I ’m an electrical en­ 
gineer and I confess that if my 
hi-fi failed I wouldn’t dare open 
it. I’d call a serviceman and 
then I’d worry whether he ac­ 
tually knew much more than I 
did.’’ 
As an example of what can 
happen when it comes to re­ 
pairs.

Physicians 
Adopt New 
Death Code 


By THE ASSOOATED PRESS 
The Wo rld Medical Assembly 
has ado pted a co de to day speci­ 
fying that two do cto rs must 
pro no unce the do no r dead be­ 
fo re a heart transplant o r o ther 
such surgery Ls perfo rmed. 
The actio n was taken in Syd­ 
ney. Australia. 
The assembly o f 150 do cto rs 
fro m 63 co untries ado pted a 
“statement of death“ which no w 
beco mes part of the ethics of 
the medical pro fessio n. But it 
made no attempt to giv e a defi­ 
nitio n of death. 
“ With scientific adv ances and 
new metho ds of resuscitatio n al­ 
ways co ming up, it wo uld be 
silly of us to giv e a definitio n 
which co uld be o utmo ded within 
half an ho ur,“ said Sir Leo nard 
Malien, president of the asso cia­ 
tion. 
It said death Ls a gradual 
pro cess, its pro gress depending 
o n the v arying ability of tissues 
to liv e witho ut oxygen. 
“ But clinical interest lies not 
in the state of preserv atio n of 
iso lated cells but in the fate of a 
perso n,” the statement co ntin­ 
ued. “ Here the po int of death of 
different cells and o rgans is not 
so impo rtant as the certainty 
that the pro cess has beco me ir­ 
rev ersible by whatev er tech­ 
niques of resuscitatio n that may 
be emplo yed.” 
Determinatio n of death, the 
statement co ntinued, “will be 
based o n clinical judgment sup­ 
plemented if necessary by a 
number of diagno stic aids, of 
which 
the, electro encephalo - 
pa ph (to measure brain wav es) 
is currently the mo st helpful. 
“Ho wev er, no single techno ­ 
logical criterio n is entirely sat­ 
isfacto ry in the present state of 
medicine no r can any o ne tech­ 
no lo gical pro cedure be substi­ 
tuted fo r the o v er-all Judgment 
of the physician.” 
Japan’s first heart traasplant, 
perfo rmed Thursday, bro ught a 
call fro m Health Minister Sunao 
So no da for a law go v erning 
transfer of human o rgans. The 
Japanese Cabinet appro v ed Son- 
o da's pro po sal fo r a co mmissio n 
to study enactment of such a 
law, including a definitio n of 
death, prev entio n of traffic in 
human o rgans and qualifica­ 
tio ns of do cto rs to perfo rm 
transplants. 
The Japanese transplant pa­ 
tient, 18-year-old No bho Miya­ 
zaki, co ntinued in a satisfacto ry 
co nditio n. His docTors said there 
was no indicatio n that his bo dy 
was rejecting the heart trans­ 
planted fro m a 20-year-old man 
killed in an accident.

General satistaction exists over Sedalia 
city council’s unanimous decision not to 
increase parking meter fines from 25 cents 
toSl.OO. 
Periodically suggestions are made to 
raise the fines but organized objections, 
especially from downtown merchants, 
have diverted the attempts to do this. 
During recent discussions about the 
subject mention was made about Sedalia 
ultimately abolishing the parking meters 
entirely Time for this may come but it is 
not feasible to abandon them at present 
because the cit>' has $445,000.00 in revenue 
bonds outstanding against the lots and 
meters of which there are approximately 
1.152 in use. Retiring of the bonds is a long 
wav' off so there’s no use getting antsv’ 
about abolishing them.

Meter spaces provided much more room 
to maneuver a motor vehicle with a 
minimum of fender scratching and at less 
cost for use then on-street parking space 
There ought to be more promotion of the 
convenience of parking lots as contrasted 
to those on Ohio avenue. Main street and 
laterals. 
Although abolition of meters in Sedalia 
is unlikely for many years to come, some 
attention should be given to what other 
communities are doing as conditions and 
desires of the public develop.

Sacrifice Bid 
Pays U.S. Team

N E W Y O R K (N E A ) 
'I'he most prominent people discussed and debated at the 
meeting of the World Council of Churches were not even 
present. They were Father Hans Kung. the Rev. W illiam 
Sloan Coffin Jr . and the next pr esident of the llnited States. 
Each of these men represent the significant issues that 
worry and inspire the leadership of the Christian chui*ch. So 
evcm though none was in Sweden for the World Council 
gathering, all were in the conversations and delibei'ations 
that lasted for almost three weeks. 
First of all. Dr. Hans Kung, Dean of the Catholic Theo­ 
logical F’acultv in Tubingen, Germany, has emerged as the 
leading scholar in the ecumenical movement. Many believe 
that he was the principal adviser to Pope John X X III in 
that pontiff’s pursuit of Christian unity. 
This past vear. Dr. Kung has been guest lecturer at Union 
'rheological Seminary in New York where he has gained a 
vast 
following among 
serninai'ians. 
His appearances 
in 
Protestant churches have drawn capacity crowds and ^ his 
books sell with increasing popularity. His most recent. The 
Church (Sheed & War d, ^.9 5), proved too much for the con­ 
servatives in Rome. Official charges are being made against 
Dr. Kung. He has refused to appear in Home until his critics 
sign specific allegations of heresy or disloyalty. 
One statement of Father Kung’s sets the tone of his work; 
“ The Church, therefore, is the pilgrim community of be­ 
lievers, not those who already see and know. The Church 
must ever and again wander through the desert, through the 
darkness of sin and error. For the Church can also err and 
for this reason must always be prepared to orient itself, and 
to renew itself.” 
Ju st as Dr. Kung is too popular and too influential to be 
silenced by the conservatives at Rome, so is the Rev. Coffin 
of Yale too forceful to be imprisoned in the United States. 
His opposition to the war and his support cf conscientious 
objectors may not be your favorite viewpoint. But we cannot 
deny the historic right—even duty—to dissent when one’s 
convictions lead to a challenge of the official line, be it 
political or theological. 
The cause of Dr. Benjamin Spock and Chaplain Coffin is 
widely supported by delegates of the World Council. Some 
250 Americans signed a petition at Uppsala endorsing the 
right of the doctor and the pastor to dissent as Christians 
and American citizens. 
I ’he constant discussion at Sweden—often initiated by for­ 
eign churchmen, newsmen and youth—was the next president 
of the United States. By their interest and fervor you would 
believe that they were voting. But if not voting, certainly 
their lives and destiny are shaped by the policies of our 
country and the leadership of our chief executive. 
To the non-American, the question of peace in Vietnam is 
the biggest problem around. Near that is our handling of the 
racial crises and our attitude to the underdeveloped nations 
of the world. 
Many of our overseas friends fear that we really are on the 
skids if Vietnam remains unsolved or enlarged. We have 
spent our moral reserves. We are winded financially and bur­ 
dened with old cities and a decaying social order. The new 
administration must really lead the United States out of this 
snakepit. If it does, we will shape world history in the 
process. 
To the theologians in Sweden, politics and religion are like 
brother and sister. It ’s time for the brother to do the r ight 
thing for the family.

presidential 
nomination 
because he used 
the 
established political process superbly and no one 
else did. 
He did all the things a man is supposed to do 
triumph by means of this free system. No candidate 
who did not at least match his use of the proc;ess can 
fairly complain today that “ the people have been 
denied the choice they want." 
It is no testimony to freedom, as some critics 
seem to think it is, to fail at its daily mecJianics and 
then proclaim that it is not working. 
Nixon showed, in exemplary fashion, how it can 
be made to work even for a man branded a loser, a 
tired face, a bumbler too heavily dependent upon 
contrivance. 
In this campaign he made no serious mistakes. He 
put together a highly effective organization, fielded 
it very early, gave it purpose and direction by 
supplying it with a plausible though not risk-free 
strategy. 
There was no “ new Nixon” in the sense that 
public this time was given a man utterly free of 
contrivance or of fear. 
But there was clearly a better nixon in the sense 
that the voters were sliown a man who had learned 
from many hard lessons, who responded by 
changing hLs ways and who took substantial risks in 
an effort to prove the he was worthy of the nation’s 
confidence in this new bid for power. 
Assailed in 1960 as a lone wolf who did not know 
how to use men, he reversed himself and sought 
counsel steadily with his quite superior board of 
strategists. 
Told he was a failure with the press, he answered 
in 1968 by serving newsmen with incredible 
efficiency and making both himself and his aides 
accessible to them as never before. 
He met the “ loser” charge by plunging into sw 
primaries and winning them all with impressive vote 
totals. It was not Nixon’s fault that he had no 
competition, that Michigan’s Gov. George Romney 
dropped out early, and Gov. Nelson R(x:kefeller 
never got in. 
When the fer\cnt partisans of California’s Gov. 
Ronald Reagan tried to build a threat in the 
primaries with a cirious kind of absentee candidacy, 
Nbion met it and beat it soundly. When the governor 
at the last moment declared open candidacy, the 
former vice president snuffed out that danger as 
well. 
The fact is that in 1968, whatever his past 
reputation for caution, Nixon was a risk-taker. 


Knowing he was second choice to Reagan with 
southerners who still harbored the Goldwater 
dream, he nevertheless built a delegate base in the 
Old South and took the chance it would not fall apart 
at some critical point. 


The whole Reagan strategy was beamed at 
making it crumble, but Nixon's shrewdly structured 
network of southern leaders held it together when it 
counted most. 


He took the risk that reliance upon a southern 
base 
would 
make 
him 
captive 
to southern 
conservatism and alienate the northern party 
elements he would need for victory. 
Against some predictions, 
he resisted 
that 
captivity. And not only his stunning primary 
triumphs in sbi northern states but the convention’s 
votes he ran up in New Jersey,

Pennsylvania. Illinois, Iowa and the West proved he 
could maintain broad acceptability despite heavy 
dependence on one region.

Anti-Riot Fund's 
Chances Are Dim

WASHINGTON (AP) - De­ 
lays in Congress and the White 
House apparently have doomed 
any chance for .setting up this 
summer a spwial fund to help 
law enforcement agencies deal 
with riots. 
Such a fund mis provided for 
in the omnibus crime control 
bill President Johnson signed 
into law June 19. 
Although 
the 
long-range 
procedure for the fund Is com­ 
plex. the bill conUiined a spwial 
provision for this summer that 
cut through much of the red 
tape. 
The deadline for 1968. howev­ 
er. was set for Aug. 31. consid­ 
ered a realistic date by the Sen­ 
ate Judiciary Committee when 
it drew up the provision last 
spring. 
The deadline is now but three 
weeks off and the Justice De­ 
partment appropriation bill fi­ 
nancing the fund did not clear 
Congress until Aug. 1. 
It Is yet to be signed by the 
President. 
Before funds can be passed 
out, however, the I Resident also 
must appoint members of a new 
agency to rec*eive. screen and 
decide on applications for aid. 
The section of the crime bill 
containing this .summer's anti­ 
riot funds provides for grants to 
states and kx^alities to help 
them improve law enforcement 
techniques and personnel. 
The Senate version of the 
over-all crime bill came out of 
committee last April 29 and was 
passed in that chamber May 24. 
Besides the program of help­ 
ing law-enforcement efforts, it 
contained other, far-reaching 
sections dealing with wiretap­ 
ping. gun controls and admissi­ 
bility of volunLary confessions 
and other evidence. 
The House pa.ssed the Senate 
bill intact June 6 in a reaction to 
the death that same day Of Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy of an assas­ 
sin’s bullet. 


The Pre.sident then signed the 
bill although expressing mi.sgiv- 
ings about the wiretapping pn> 
visions. 
Meanwhile, the appropriations 
bill containing funds for the 
law-enforcement program was 
proceeding at a leisurely pace 
through a .separate legislative 
pnx:*ess. 
A.sked about the status of the 
riot-control funds, a Justice De­ 
partment spokesman .said it did 
not have any to award. 
And even if it did. the Law 
Enforcement A.ssistant Adminis­ 
tration that would award them

N ew Complexities 
Cause of Rioting 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - A so­ 
ciologist says the growing com­ 
plexity of government and a 
feeling of political helplessness 
by voters cause violence and un­ 
rest. 
“The primary political feeling 
of the average American is im­ 
potence.” Dr. David 0. Arnold 
of the University of California 
at Los Angeles said in an article 
published recently by UCLA's 
Institute of Government and 
Public Affairs. 
One such political frustration, 
he says, is that “we deify the 
voting process, yet with even 
'close' races being won by thou-

ANSWF'R : We’re not so angelic about it, 
either. 


However, even when awake, youngsters 
aren’t filled with unalloyed rapture when we 
confess our shortcomings to them. P'or we’re 
their supremely powerful protectors. Thus, 
it’s disconcerting to learn that we couldn’t 
defeat an impulse to lie or grandly dismiss 
some other weakness in us. It’s for this rea­ 
son that they don’t hurst into ecstatic ap­ 
plause when we expose ourselves to them as 
imperfectly powerful humans. 


Yet such confession—when they’re awake, 
I mean—is even better for our souls than it 
is for theirs. That is. we profit by it if the 
mistake is admitted quietly and not turned 
into apologetic drama which suggests mis­ 
take is unique experience for us. 


The quiet confession is protective because 
it 
makes 
their 
approaching 
adolescence 
easier on us. For it’s an age which lives in 
constant terror of any deficiency—deficiency 
in sex power, social, athletic, academic 
power, whatever power the youngster has 
chosen to idealize in himself. But if they are 
accustomed to our matter-of-fact admissions 
of our shortcomings, terror of their own is 
considerably reduced. 
So. when they fail to make sports teams. 
lo.se an admirer, bungle a school course or 
an invitation to a desirable party, they’re 
less likely to brood themselves into despair. 
I ’m bypassing the moral aspect of our 
obligation to tell children the truth by non- 
dramatic admission of our weaknesses. 
Today, I ’m stressing its economic wisdom 
(though, in the end morality and economv 
may be the same thing). The young’s adoles­ 
cence can he a time of hellish punishment 
for “ I-am-always-right” parents. For we get 
“ I can never be wrong, either” right straight 
back in the face. They’re gone, you see. 
Though they still seem to be around in the 
flesh, they’re up on Mount Olympus, in fact, 
with other gods to whom we can only pray, 
not talk to.

'New English'Stresses Usage 


WASHINGTON. DC. (NEA 
Special) — A “ «^uiet English 
Reformation” is taking place in 
American 
classrooms, 
a 
department of the National 
Education Association reports 
The new approach to English 
instruction 
may 
be 
as 
significant as the “ new math" 
or 
m 
the 
“ new 
science," 
according to the publication 
“ Linguistics and the Classroom 
Teacher.” just released by the 
N E A ’s 
Association 
for 
Supervision 
and 
Curriculum 
Development (ASCD). 
Ideas and recommendations 
of linguists “ have been heeded 
with 
an 
attention 
almost 
bordering on awe.” says the 
author. Harold G. Shane, of 
Indiana l^niversity. Becau.se of 
the magical quality linguistics 
has acquired, “ it seems to be 
accepted as a touchstone that 
holds 
the 
promise 
of 
transmuting outmoded English 
teaching methods into golden 
new ones ” 
ASCD President J. Harland 
Shores, in the foreword, terms 
linguistics “ a vigorous catalyst 
s t im u la t in g 
c u r r e n t 
d e ve lo p m e n ts 
in 
the 
curriculum ” 
The 
linguist, 
the 
largely 
technical publication explains, 
is a person who makes a 
scholarly study of language, 
including one or more such 
areas as physiology of speech, 
physics of sound, grammar, 
semantics, the relationship of 
language and culture, and the 
influence 
of 
language 
on 
personal interactions He may, 
or may 
not, speak several 
languages. 
A fter 
discussing 
the 
techniques of linguistics, the 
background 
of 
modern 
linguistics, and other areas. Dr. 
Shane 
offers 
nearly 
50 
“ educated guesses” on changes 
in this field in the years ahead. 
In many cases, these represent 
speeding up of developments 
that have bwn underway during 
the 1960’s rather than entirely 
new approaches. 
One major trend in English 
instruction, 
the 
Indiana 
professor emphasizes, will be a 
more flexible interpretation of 
what is 
“correct” 
language 
usuage. 
Language is dynamic. Dr 
Shane reminds readers, and Is 
constantly 
changing. 
For 
example, new discoveries in 
science and other fields affect 
language. Like coins, words are 
minted, circulated, and undergo 
wear-and-tear 


“ Yesterday’s barbarism 
in 
speech 
often 
becomes 
commonplace 
and 
accepted 
today, and by tomorrow,” the 
author savs, “ it may even have 
become so quaint and archaic as 
to appear only in the formal 
speech of the older generation.” 
“ New usages are fighting 
their way to respectability’’ all 
the 
time, 
the 
book 
notes, 
point out that such terms as 
“ who in place oi wnom and 
“ it’s me” seem to be becoming 
standard English 


The English class of the 
future, 
then, 
will 
interpret 
“ correctness” largely on the 
basis of current usage, and on 
usage in particular settings. 
Instruction will frequently be 
based 
on 
“ what 
actually 
appears” in the writings that 
are selected as mcxJels for 
students. 


“ This,” says the author, “ will 
not be a lowering of standards, 
but an adjustment of them to 
reality.” 
There 
will 
be 
greater 
emphasis 
on 
students’ 
u nd erstan d in g 
of 
the 
importance of language 
The 
relatioaship of language and 
individual and sot'ial behavior 
will 
be 
considered 
The 
geography of language, lang­ 
uage 
families, 
how 
words 
change, how English Is influ­ 
encing other tongues — these 
will also be among the areas 
covered 
D ia le c ts 
and 
th e ir 
significance will be considered, 
too For dialects in time may 
become 
standard 
languages. 
French. SpanLsh, and Italian, 
for example, began as dialects 
of spoken Latin. 
Another trend. Dr 
Shane 
believes, 
will 
be 
inc’reased 
emphasis on the sounds of a 
language as its basic feature, 
not the words or the grammar, 
although thev are “ intimately 
related, like the three legs of a 
stool.” “ Correct” language will 
not merely be current language 
but “ the current spoken tongue 
of the people who use it.” 
Especially in the elementary 
classroom, oral language will be 
stressed. And more attention 
will be given to gestures, facial 
expressions, 
and 
body 
movements 
Among 
other 
ways 
that 
linguistics probably will affect 
school curriculums. Dr. Shane 
believes; 
1. 
Language laboratories, 
now used mainly in teaching a 
foreign language, will also be 


used 
extensively in 
English 
instruction 
2. Comparative, 
historical, 
and geographic linguistics will 
be taught in subjects such as 
social science, history, natural 
and physical 
sc'iences. 
and 
foreign languages as well as 
English 
3. In 
the 
eleventh 
and 
twelfth grades, a special course 
in linguistic*s will be offered, at 
least as an elective, in many 
sch(X)Ls 
The 
author 
believes 
the 
controversy regarding reading 
instruction in the lower grades, 
especially whether rote learning 
of a “ meanings approach” is 
better, will continue for at least 
several 
years. 
He 
foresees, 
however, the eventual discovery 
of “ more meaningful ways of 
approaching early acquisition of 
lin g u istica lly im portant 
learnings.” 
Addressing 
teachers 
and 
consultants. Dr. Shane points 
out that they often “ jump on 
the 
‘linguistics 
bandwagon' 
with Ifx) poor a graps of the 
content of linguistics to deserve 
a seat.” 
“ Do not. in a spasm of 
confusion,” 
he 
warns, 
“ suddenly 
disc'ard 
English 
education practices you may 
have used for years merely 
bec*au,se you fear that such 
longstanding prix'cdures (and 
teachers who use them) are now 
obsolete. Be sure that you have*

Economy Boom Muffles 
Noise of Inflation

NEW YORK (AP) - Nothing 
is more certain to cause nor­ 
mally calm men to lose their 
breath, their rationality and 
control of their blood pressure 
than the subject of inflation or, 
as some say, the debasement of 
currency. 
Tell a man with two children 
that today he must earn $14,282 
a year to equal the purchasing 
power of $5,(X)0 in 1939 and the 
animal response is immediate, 
ranging in pitch from a bleat to 
a roar. 
This quivering enemy—victim 
of inflation might actually be­ 
come irrational to learn, as the 
First National City Bank report­ 
ed this week, that the annual 
rate or dollar depreciation last 
year was 2.7 per cent, a rate 
greater than that of Britain, 
France and Germany, and Iran 
and Greece as well. 
To strike this man dumb, 
however, one need only inform 
him that the currency showing 
the least depreciation in the 
past 10 years, according to First 
National City, is not the dollar 
but the quetzal of Guatemala. 
Since 1957 the quetzal report­ 
edly has dropped in value just 
one-tenth of one per cent a year, 
or in dollar equivalent, just one 
penny in 10 years. The dollar 
has shrunk 16 cents in that time. 
And, difficult as it is to be­ 
lieve, the First National City 
charts also show that the E l Sal­ 
vador colon, Venezuela Bolivar 
and Thailand baht have main­ 
tained their values better than 
the dollar. 
Such statistics as these give 
fits to inflation-frantic people. 
And even Dr. Franz Pick, a 
money and gold expert whose 
continental 
accent 
becomes 
heavy with denunciation when 
he speaks of the subject, refers 
to the U.S. dollarette. 
Somehow, though, the figures 
just don't add up. 
Seeking comfort, some slight 
relief was found in looking at 
the very worst, even though 
somebody 
else’s 
headache 
doesn’t necessarily cure the 
pain in another man’s head. 
In Brazil, to illustrate, 100 
centavos of the year 1957 are 
now worth two centavos. In Ar­ 
gentina, 100 centavos in 10 years 
have been reduced to the pur­ 
chasing power of six. And in 
Chile, 100 centesimos now get 
you only 11. 
But it still doesn’t seem right. 
Raw figures can lie, especially 
when the raw figures them­ 
selves are little more than lies 
to begin with. 
The $5,000-a-year man of 1939 
isn’t nearly three times as badly 
off today, even though he must 
earn $14,282. The fact is, he is 
earning it—and more. He’s 
much better off. 
In addition, all that extra 
money isn’t going into the filling 
of basic needs. A lot more of it 
is going to pay for what the man 
of 1939 couldn’t aspire to; more 
education, better health care, 
pensions, a second car, televi­ 
sion, hi-fi. 
In other words, depreciation 


of currency doesn’t always 
mean a reduction in take-home 
pay, not if the take-home pay is 
rising faster than inflation, as it 
has recently in the United 
States. 
Still the figures do look puz­ 
zling. and so First National City 
was queried. And from there it 
was determined that the statis­ 
tics are, at best, the only figures 
available of a rather bad lot. 
For one thing, the statistics on 
cost of living in industrial coun­ 
tries and less well developed na­ 
tions are hardly comparable at 
all. The figure for Saiili Arabia, 
in fact, looked too good to be 
true. First National Qty tossed 
it out. 
It seems that the most accu­ 
rate statistics generally are 
maintained by the indi|strial na­ 
tions. In some small countries, 
for example, cost of living in­ 
dexes are really based on sur­ 
veys made years ago and not 
updated for changes in living 
habits. They could have more 
inflation than they admit. 
The figures also might be dis­ 
torted by the simplicity of the 
standard of living, which admits 
of no change, or by the fixing of 
prices on the one major crop, or 
simply, by stagnation of the 
economy at a low standard of 
living. 
An absence of inflation in a 
country with a bogged-down 
economy is nothing to brag 
about. And though the deprecia­ 
tion of money and inflation are 
something to holler about, it’s 
nice to know that the noise is 
muffled a bit by the sound of a 
booming economy. 


Offers Third 
Class Mailing 
System to City 


ST. LOUIS (A P)—Organizers 
of a private-owned mail sys­ 
tem, complete with trucks and 
postmen, announced Thursday 
they are offering the service in 
St. Louis. 
Tom Murray, a 40-year-old 
businessman from Oklahoma 
City, conceived 
the service 
mainly as a way of delivering 
third class, or so-called “junk 
mail’’ cheaper and faster than 
the government can do. 
“ We will deliver bulk mail on 
specified dates instead of the 
first time.a mailman happens 
to have room for it,” Murray 
said. 
Murray said his firm, called 
Independent Postal System of 
Ameria, will be able to ad­ 
dress and deliver bulk mail at 
a rate of $25 a thousand, which 
he said would be about $18 
cheaper than the government 
rates. 
Started last Februaty, the 
firm now has offices in Ard­ 
more and Tulsa, Okla.; Dallas, 
Tex., and franchise rights in the 
greater St. Louis area. Murray 
said 
businessmen 
in 
seven 
states have put up $2 million 
to start the service.

Why did Richard M. Nixon 
choose the relatively obscure 
governor of a small state as his 
vice presidential candidate? 
The aaswer Is that he didn’t 
necessarily chcxise the man he 
thought could help him the most 
when he picked Gov. Spiro T. 
Agnew of Maryland He chose 
the man he hoped would hurt 
him the least in his divided par­ 
ty 
“ No one could say anything 
bad about him,’’ was how a key 
participant in the meetings that 
led to Agnew’s selec-tion put it. 
From this source and others the 
Associated I’ress has pieced to­ 
gether the outlines, at least, of 
the making of a vice presiden­ 
tial candidate. 
It began even before Nixon’s 
first ballot victory in the early 
hours of Thursday morning. 
About 20 minutes earlier Nix­ 
on met with his closest staff ad­ 
visers in his penthouse apart­ 
ment on the beach to start dis- 
cu.ssing a running mate. The 
meeting' went on with an ever- 
changing cast for nearly 12 
hours, with only an hour out for 
sleep by Nixon. 
When Nixon finally emerged 
to .say Agnew was his choice a 
sh(x*kwave traveled through the 
crammed hotels, jolting espe­ 
cially the followers of (iov. Nel­ 
son 
A. 
Roc'kefcller, 
who 
immediately 
charged 
Nixon 
with trying to appease his south­ 
ern supporters. 
The charge was denied by 
Nixon aides, but there was no 
denying the satisfaction that Ag­ 
new’s selection brought to most 
southerners. 
“ The South got a candidate it 
can accept, ” siiid South Caro­ 
lina Sen. Strom Thurmond, one 
of 
Nixon's 
most 
influential 
southern supporters, “ while the 
big cities did not get who they 
said they had to have ” 
He was referring to Mayor 
John V. Lindsay of New York. 
Sen. Charles H Percy of Illi­ 
nois. and Sen. Mark 0. Hatfield 
of Oregon, the favorites of the 
big cit\’ Republicans. 
The basis of the charge of ap­ 
peasement was Nixon’s promise 
to southern delegates before the 
convention balloting that he 
would pick a vice president ac­ 
ceptable to all parts of the na­ 
tion. 
Nixon made the overture to 
the southern delegates when it 
began to appear that Califor­ 
nia’s Gov. Ronald Reagan was 
picking up support in the South 
in his bid for the presidential 
nomination The South staved 
with .Nixon and gave him more 
than 300 of the 667 convention 
votes he needed. 
Nixon aides and Thurmond in­ 
sisted the southerners did not 
exercise any veto over prospec­ 


tive candidates, but there was 
some plain talk to a FJorida 
caucus by the state’s GOP 
chairman. Bill Murfin. who took 
part in the discussions. 
He told his delegation that 
southern spokesmen quickly ve­ 
toed Hatfield and told Nixon 
that Lindsay and Percy could 
not be named “ without con­ 
siderable 
objection 
by 
me, 
Strom Thurmond and others” 
Murfin said when the discus­ 
sions ended the only men appar­ 
ently acceptable to all partici­ 
pants were Agnew. Gov. John 
Volpe of Massachusetts and 
Rep, George Bush of Texas. 
The liberals among Nbion’s 
consultants also made their 
weight felt, according to partici­ 
pants. Here is one’s account:

Agnew’s name was first men­ 
tioned by “ Nixon leadership 
people” There was little reac­ 
tion and the discussion proceed­ 
ed to other possible candidates. 
But at each lull in the talks, 
usually after four or five people 
had been discussed, someone on 
the Nixon staff would ask, 
“ Well, how about Spiro?" 
When this had happened sev­ 
eral times some of those present 
began to get the idea that Nixon 
wanted Agnew. There was nev­ 
er much reaction to the ques­ 
tion. one way or the other, they 
said. 
All agreed that Nixon did lit­ 
tle talking at the meetings. He 
had made it clear there were 
several major criteria any suc­ 
cessful candidate would have to 
meet: 
He wanted someone with ex­ 
ecutive ability, someone he 
could work well with, someone 
who could wage a good cam­ 
paign and someone who might 
appeal to the ethnic vote. Manv 
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of those brought up fell before 
this test. 
Nixon had also indicated he 
would like to name someone 
who had been identified with 
Nelson 
A. 
Rockefeller 
of 
New York, his chief challenger 
for the presidential nomination 
If this is true, he missed the 
mark badly with Agnew. 
Agnew had been an early sup­ 
porter of Rockefeller’s but when 
the New York governor made 
his surprise decision not to run 
* 
he pulled the rug out from un- 
der Agnew and the Marylander 
wound up playing an important 
role in Nixon’s nomination. 
Many people were stunned 
when Agnew was selected, but 
few were as angry as Rockefel­ 
ler, who looked on Agnew as a 
deserter. Rockefeller reportedly 
was so incensed he refused an 
invitation to appear with Nixon 
on the convention platform 
Thursday night. 
Instead, he 
made a brief appearance alone 
and made no mention of Agnew 
in his remarks.

American and Israeli chem­ 
ists a few y ears ago d isco v ered 
p ractical way s to sy nthesize the

—chemicals kno wn as tetrahy - 
d ro cannabino ls, o r THC. 
In q u ite no rmal scientific 
fashio n, they p u blished their 
find ings. So me THC no w is 
being mad e fo r legitimate re­ 
search stu d ies to nin d o wn mo re 
kno wled ge abo u t the p sy cho lo gi­ 
cal and health effects o f mari­ 
ju ana. inclu d ing any effects 
fro m u sing it regu larly fo r lo ng 
p erio d s o f time. 
Fed eral agents hav e alread y 
“bu sted ” sev eral illegal labo ra­ 
to ries where they fo u nd so me o f 
the starting chemicals with 
which to make THC, and litera­ 
tu re abo u t the p ro cess, say s 
Jo hn Firilato r, asso ciate d irec­ 
to r o f the Bu reau o f Narco tics 
and Dangero u s Dru gs. 
“We d o n’t kno w if illegal THC 
will beco me a serio u s p ro blem,”

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Pentagon Boss Clark Clifford- 


A noted military analyst reveals why a wealthy law yer takes on the second toughest 
job in the nation, a job with seemingly no future—yet great promise

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HEN Clark McAdams 
Clifford was Special 
Counsel to President Truman 
in 1950, Robert S. Allen of 
‘‘W ashington 
Merry-go- 
Round” fame thought Clark 
Clifford was just too good 
to be true. 
“His face is too handsome, his 
blond hair too evenly waved, his 
smile too dazzling, his voice too reso­ 
nant, his manner too patently sin­ 
cere. . . Somewhere there must be 
a flaw, a glaring weakness. But so 
far, Washington hasn’t discovered it.” 
Clifford, 
who recently replaced 
Robert S. McNamara, as Secretary 
of Defense, has been a noticeable 
feature on the Washington scene ever 
since, and nobody has yet blown the 
whistle on that hidden flaw. There 
are deeper lines in the handsome 
face, but little else has changed. 
The new Pentagon boss is as ele­ 
gant and highly polished as ever— 
although an observant friend notices 
that “the times when that high pol­ 
ish suddenly reminds you of burn­ 
ished steel occur a little oftener.” 
Listening to Clifford’s April 11 
news conference—his first as Secre­ 
tary of Defense—the steel touch 
came through when a reporter tried 
the well-worn gimmick of re-asking 
a key question in different words. 
“I think I’ve answered your ques­ 
tion already,” said Clifford. “I said 
at that time, and maybe I didn’t 
make it clear, that I had nothing to 
add to that previous statement.” 
There was no apparent change in 
tone or emphasis, yet the unmistak­ 
able impact of what he said was a 
forceful rebuke—and with good rea­ 
son, since the question bore on the 
exact limits set by President John­ 
son to U. S. bombing in North Viet­ 
nam, about which there had been 
wide misunderstanding and consid­ 
erable criticism. Clifford did not 
propose to allow any leeway for his 
own words to open up a new round 
of speculation. He was protecting 
the President and the President’s 
policy, a duty to which Clifford has 
given his ultimate loyalty as confi­ 
dential adviser to three Presidents— 
Truman, Kennedy, and Johnson. 
Clifford’s skill with words and em­ 


phasis promises to serve him (and 
the President) well not only in press 
conferences but in the presentation 
of defense policies and proposals be­ 
fore Congressional committees. He 
has an instinctive grasp of the basic 
principles of defense policy and their 
relation to the political problems of 
these complex times — foreign and 
domestic. 
In this process of reconciling de­ 
fense requirements with political cir­ 
cumstances, he attended an unri­ 
valed school when 
(1946-47) 
he 
earned President Truman’s lasting 
confidence and respect by pulling to­ 
gether all the great contentions on 
the subject of unification of the 
armed services and evolved a work­ 
able piece of legislation—the Nation­ 
al Security Act of 1947, which cre­ 
ated the Department of Defense over 
which Clifford now presides. 
In those months of incessant la­ 
bor, Clifford acquired insight in 
breadth and depth not just into mili­ 
tary theory, but into the deep-rooted 
viewpoints of all the U. S. armed 
services—as well as a wide acquaint­ 
ance among professional military of­ 
ficers. He also came to understand 
the basis of military decision mak­ 
ing—the weighing of risk against 
advantage rather than assumptions 
based on quantitative factors. 
His subsequent years as Wash­ 
ington counsel to many great cor­ 
porations also has given him a 
comprehensive knowledge of the in­ 
dustrial sector of what former Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower calls “the military- 
industrial complex”—as have his 
services as confidential adviser to 
Presidents Kennedy and Johnson. 
His appointment by the former to 
the President’s Foreign Intelligence 
Advisory Board, which meets to ex­ 
amine and report on the operations 
of the CIA and all other govern­ 
ment intelligence agencies, has kept 
him acquainted in depth with U.S. 
foreign policy. 
President Johnson, facing darken­ 
ing uncertainty and the possibility 
of disaster in Southeast Asia during 
the anxious winter of 1967-68, could 
hardly have found a man better fit­ 
ted both by temperament and experi­ 
ence to stand at his side than Clark 
Clifford 
this time not as an adviser 
in the wings, but wielding the vast 


Rising Star or Lame Duck?

authority and responsibility of the 
office of Secretary of Defense. 
That the President should have 
called on Clifford in this time of 
troubles occasioned far less surprise 
in Washington than did Clifford’s 
acceptance. 
Why, asked the Washington cynics, 
should a man with a law practice 
which brings in better than a million 
dollars annually turn his back on un­ 
challenged success at the age of 61 
and shoulder the incredible burdens 
of the most exacting job in govern­ 
ment, short of the Presidency itself? 
The answer to that question is prob­ 
ably suggested by a remark of Clif­ 
ford’s in a brief colloquy with Pen­ 
tagon reporters after his appoint­ 
ment was announced. 
"The difficulties posed by the war,” 
he said, “made the President’s offer 
more attractive than it otherwise 
might have been.” 
Personally I prefer to depend on 
more reliable sources of information 
which take the view that Clifford is 
simply doing what comes naturally— 
motivated chiefly by that deep un­ 
swerving loyalty which he has habit­ 
ually displayed toward the Presidents 
he has served, though perhaps also 
by ambition to show what he can 
do in the office he helped to create 
some 20 years ago. 
Clifford now becomes the strongest 
and most influential of the Presi­ 
dent’s chief advisers. Johnson’s po­ 
litical storm center revolves around 
the war in Vietnam, its conduct, and 
its outcome. As President, he bore 
the Constitutional responsibility for 
McNamara’s management of that 
war—a management which largely 
disregarded professional military ad­ 
vice in favor of McNamara’s theory 
of gradual escalation. 
Professional military men feel 
this has permitted the enemy to pro­ 
tract the conflict in the hope of wear­ 
ing out the patience of the American 
people and perhaps of bringing to 
office a President pledged to close 
out the war at any cost. 
Since Clifford’s appointment as 
Secretary of Defense, there have 
been some revolutionary changes. 
The President, who had run out of 
options under the McNamara strat­ 
egy, has regained his political free­ 
dom of action for the rest of this 


year by announcing that he will not 
seek re-election. 
The North Vietnamese, heretofore 
disdainful of suggestions for peace 
talks, have started talking—possibly 
unhappy over the uncertainties of 
the new political situation. 
Gen. William Westmoreland, to 
whom the McNamara strategy of re­ 
straint had denied the reinforcements 
he had been promised, is in Washing­ 
ton as Army Chief of Staff—obvious­ 
ly so that his long experience in 
Vietnam will be available to the 
President and the Secretary of De­ 
fense as the negotiations proceed. 
The rearm am ent and retraining 
of the South Vietnamese Army is now 
making visible progress, and the 
American officer chiefly responsible 
for that progress is General Creigh­ 
ton Abrams in Vietnam. 
And in the Defense Department, 
Secretary Clark Clifford has quietly 
resumed Secretary Gates’ habitual 
weekly consultations with the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff—all of them, not just 
the Chairman—and has let it be 
known that in case of serious dis­ 
agreement he would feel it his duty 
to give the Chiefs an opportunity to 
lay their views before their Com- 
mander-in-Chief. 
That some of these changes have 
become public after Clark Clifford’s 
acceptance of his new office may be 
coincidence, but they all haVe a com­ 
mon characteristic, which is also a 
Clifford characteristic—tough real­ 
ism. Scoffers are saying that it is 
ridiculous to suppose that Clifford 
could have given the President ad­ 
vice on retirement which makes Clif­ 
ford himself a lame-duck Secretary, 


uncertain of more than a few months 
in office. 
It is even being claimed that the 
President himself decided to with­ 
draw from the race and made that 
announcement without Clifford hav­ 
ing preknowledge of it. Against that 
view is the fact that all the new 
moves have the Clifford stamp of 
realism—and that in other high 
posts, men known as realists above 
everything else are taking charge: 
Averell Harriman at the head of our 
negotiating team in Paris, George 
Ball at the United Nations, Abrams 
in Saigon. 
Clark Clifford has been called in 
very late in the day with the primary 
mission of bringing the war in Viet­ 
nam to an honorable conclusion, 
which means without betrayal of our 
allies in South Vietnam and else­ 
where in Southeast Asia. 
Evarything that has happened 
since he took office is consistent with 
Clifford’s known theory of the Pre.si- 
dency: “The President may hope to 
do what is right. He must always 
do what is necessary.” 
Clifford may fail in his primary 
mission because of the lateness of 
the hour. But if he succeeds, it will 
not be surprising to find him turning 
his later attention to a mission of 
more lasting importance—the reform 
and reorganization of the Depart­ 
ment of Defense to make of it a more 
effective instrument for the future 
military needs of the country. 
Nor will it be in the least surpris­ 
ing that, if he succeeds now, he will 
also be allowed the time to carry 
this broader mission to successful 
accomplishment. ♦

Clark Clifford lives in a large, 
white former farmhouse on Rock­ 
ville Pike— a road which escapes 
from a thruway complex in subur­ 
ban Bethesda into a delightful AAary- 
land countryside. He and his wife— 
the former AAargery Pepperell Kim­ 
ball of Boston— have three daugh­ 
ters, now all married. The big house 
isn't as lively as it used to be when 
the girls were growing up, which 
Clifford misses; but, of course, the 


rigorous demands of his Pentagon 
job would have cut down on family 
gayety in any case. Even his once- 
inviolate Sunday rourtd of golf at 
Burning Tree—only minutes from his 
front door— is likely to become just 
another fond memory. He got as 
far as the first tee about a month 
after he took office as Secretary of 
Defense, then was yanked away.

something!” 
The expectant mother’s surprise 
was understandable. First, Bar­ 
bara Brennan is not what usually 
comes to mind at the word “mid­ 
wife.” She is no wrinkled granny 
trudging down dirt roads to de­ 
liver babies for backwoods folk. 
Barbara is an attractive young 
woman who walks on shapely legs 
along the cool corridors of one of 
the nation’s most respected medi­ 
cal institutions, Roosevelt Hospi­ 
tal in New York City. She is a 
graduate nurse who took further 
intensive training to earn the 
right to call herself a “nurse- 
midwife.” 
"Patients are often startled 
when they first meet me,” she ad­ 
mits. “But that's really nothing 
compared to the look on a new 
date’s face when I tell him what 
I do for a living.” 
After she explains to mothers- 
to-be what modern nurse-mid- 
wifery is all about, the patient can 
then decide whether she’ll stay 
with Barbara or switch to a doc­ 
tor. “I haven’t ‘lost’ a patient 


yet,” says Barbara proudly. 
Perhaps the big difference be­ 
tween Barbara and the granny 
midwife is that she is not in busi­ 
ness for herself. The key phrase 
in modern midwifery is that such 
registered nurses work “under 
medical supervision.” 
Today’s trained midwife is al­ 
ways connected to a hospital or 
clinic. The mother-to-be is always 
examined by a doctor first to make 
certain this is a normal, uncom­ 
plicated pregnancy. 
"W e can m anage the normal 
pregnancies,” says midwife Dor­ 
othea Lang, “and thus free the 
doctor for the complicated ones 
and the emergencies that really 
require his skill.” 
Once the case is handed over to 
the midwife, she is the one the 
patient sees on all her prenatal 
visits. “Most doctors are rushed 
nowadays,” says Miss Lang, “but 
the nurse-midwife has time to put 
the woman at her ease and to an­ 
swer the questions she might feel 
silly about asking a doctor.” 
When it’s time for the baby to 
be born, the midwife is there at 
the hospital, a familiar face in­ 
stead of an intern or resident she

doesn’t know. The midwife stays with her 
patient throughout labor and is the one 
who eventually delivers the new baby into 
the world. Afterward, she follows up with 
postnatal care and family-planning advice. 
Some mothers are enthusiastic about 
the experience. “It’s such a comfort to 
have another woman around at a time like 
this,’’ one new mother said. 
Today there are some 1,000 modern mid­ 
wives like Barbara Brennan and Dorothea 
I.^ng, delivering babies at such prestigi­ 
ous institutions as Johns Hopkins in Balti­ 
more, Md.; Yale University School of 
Nursing in New Haven, Conn.; University 
of Utah School of Nursing in Salt Lake 
City; Catholic Maternity Institute in Santa 
Fe,N.M ex.; and the Frontier Nursing Ser­ 
vice in Kentucky. Other high-ranking hos­ 
pitals would gladly join the list if there 
were enough nurse-mid wives to go around. 
Currently, there are only 10 institutions 
offering this special training. 
Although she's in short supply herself, 
the midwife has come back because of the 
even more serious shortage of doctors. Be­ 
cause there are just not enough doctors to 
to take care of all our mothers-to-be, hun­ 
dreds of thousands of them receive little 
or no prenatal medical care. And an esti­ 
mated 100,000 American women each year 
never see a doctor at all but are delivered 
by husbands, relatives, neighbors, or a 
passing policeman. 
The United States prides itself on its 
modern medical care, yet we rank only 
12th in infant mortality rates among the 
nations of the world. “Most of the 11 coun­ 
tries with better rates than our own em­ 
ploy midwives,’’ notes Dr. Louis Heilman, 
director of obstetrics at Kings County 
Hospital, Brooklyn. 
Not all medical people are happy about 
the return of midwives. They are endorsed 
by the American Nurses Association and 
the American Academy of Pediatrics, but 
the American Medical Association has 
taken no stand on the issue. 
Sharply opposed is the American Col­ 
lege of Obstetrics and Gynecology. In a 
policy statement on midwifery, they as­ 
serted that “obstetrical care, including de­ 
livery, is a surgical procedure associated 
with a significant risk to mother and child. 
It is established that better care and 
greater safety result from care provided 
by qualified physicians.’’ 
Right now, most of the patients handled 
by midwives are welfare or clinic patients, 
with a sprinkling of middle-class women 
who have heard about the service and be­ 


come intrigued by it. As the doctor short­ 
age continues, though, many midwives feel 
their future may lie with the middle-class 
woman with normal pregnancies. 
Yet it is in the smaller hospitals where 
Dorothea Lang feels midwives are most 
needed. “In the smaller hospital, there 
may not be a resident on duty around the 
clock, or else he may be busy with an­ 
other emergency. This is the type of situa­ 
tion where a midwife may be of so much 
help to both mother and doctor.’’ 
For m any Americans, both doctors and 
laymen, the hesitation about nurse-mid- 
wives centers around the moment of birth. 
They wonder if the actual delivery should 
not remain the province of the physician. 
Mrs. Carole Kaufman, a nursc-midwife 
and assistant professor of nursing at Co­ 
lumbia University, feels these people may 
be concentrating on the drama of birth 
and missing the importance of what leads 
up to it. “If an obstetrician or a midwife 
gets a woman to the point of delivery in 
good health,’’ she says, “the important 
work is done. When the time comes for a 
baby to be born, the delivery of a normal 
mother is a fairly simple procedure.’’ 
Som e observers believe skeptical doc­ 
tors would accept the midwife more readily 
if she would change her name—perhaps to 
something like “obstetrical assistant.” 
This would take away the onus of the un­ 
trained granny midwife who still flourishes 
in some backward regions. 
But the modern nurse-midwife staunch­ 
ly refuses to be called by any other name. 
“The word ‘midwife’ may have a bad con­ 
notation to some people,” admits Hilda 
Kohler, a Santa Fe midwife. “But it can 
be rehabilitated like so many other words. 
‘Hospital’ used to mean a place to die to 
many people, but now it means a place 
to get well. 
“We intend to give good care and to be 
who we say we are. The word midwife 
means ‘with the woman’—and that is a 
lovely meaning for us.” #

“I tried. I k illed my self try ­ 
in g.

Ru by Dee had n ev er written 


befo re—at least n o t p ro fes­ 
sio n ally . Ju lian May field is 
p rimarily a writer, with fo u r 
n o v els p u blished.

Bu t he thin k s the p ictu re is 
imp o rtan t. So imp o rtan t, in 
fact, that he wo rk ed in it in 
great p ain fo r sev eral week s. 
He had hu rt his n eck an d 
sho u ld hav e been ho sp italized. 


Out kept o n wo rking . 
“ This mo v ie was to o im ­ 
p o rtan t to q u it,” he say s. “ It’s 
the first film abo u t the black 
rev o lu tio n .

title fo r him to brin g him with 
me to Ho lly wo o d. By the en d 
o f this p ictu re, he’ll be a first- 
rate first assistan t directo r— 
witho u t a p lace to first assist 
in .”
